(Programme Evaluation Organisation) 
RESOLUTION 

New Delhi , the 7th December 1956 

No. PEO(A)/13(l)/56— When the community de- 
velopment programme was Inaugurated, It was 
recognised that a periodical evaluation of methods of 
approach and of results by an Independent organisa- 
tion was essential to the success of the whole move- 
ment and that such evaluation should become a nominal 
administrative practice in all branches of public acti- 
vity. Accordingly, with the initial support of the Ford 
Foundation, the Planning Commission set up the Pro- 
gramme Evaluation Organisation as an Independent 
unit for assessing the work of the national extension 
and community development programme, 

2. The tasks entrusted to the organisation were: 

(1) to keep all concerned apprised currently of the 

progress being made towards accomplishing 
the programme objectives; 

(2) to point out methods which were proving 
effective and those which were not; 

(:?) to Investigate why some recommended prac- 
tices were adopted while others were reject- 
ed by the villagers; and 

(4) to appraise from time to time the Impact of 
the national extension and community deve- 
lopment programme on the rural economy and 
the extent to which, under its influence, 
social changes being brought about. 

The purpose of evaluation was, broadly, to assess 
whether 1 the programme was succeeding in Its funda- 
mental objectives. Evaluation was thought of as a 
continuous study of [ extension methods and their 
effectiveness in reaching every family in the country — 
especially the less privileged ones — and generating 
changes in the patterns of society and on outlooks and 
•attitudes. 

3. The Programme Evaluation Organisation has sub- 
mitted three annual evaluation reports on the national 
extension and community projects, it has also under- 
taken a number of field surveys and Investigations. 
These reports and studies have been of considerable 
assistance in assessing the progress of national exten- 
sion and community projects and have led to sugges- 
tions for improving their working. From the beginning 
two essential features of evaluation work tave been 
stressed, namely th.at evaluation should be objective 
and independent of agencies responsible for carrying 
out programmes and, secondly, that In its technical 
work and studies the ‘Programme Evaluation Organi- 
sation should be entirely free and unhampered. 

4. During the Second Five Year Plan, it la proposed 
that the organisation of the national extension service 
-will spread over the entire country and that not less 
than 40 per cent, of the national extension blocks will 
be converted into community development blocks 
where more Intensive work will be undertaken. The 
Plan envisages that national extension and community 
projects should be developed as an effective common 
agency for carrying out all rural development pro- 
grammes with the fullest co-operation and participa- 
tion of the people. With the progress of land reform, 
eo-operatlon, village and small Industries and with 
the rapid pace of urban and Industrial development, 
fundamental changes which are already taking place 
in the countryside are likely to be further accelerated. 
It Ls of the utmost importance that social and economic 
changes should be analysed objectively as they occur 
and the effects of economic development on different 
sections of the rural population observed at first hand. 

5. It has been decided that the work of the Pro- 
gramme Evaluation Organisation should be placed 
under the direction of a Programme Evaluation Board. 
The Board will consist for the present of three mem- 
bers Including a chairman- The chairman of the 
Board will be a leading economist and one of the 
members will be a sociologist. The Board will be 
attached to the Planning Commission for the purpose 
of presenting its report and for the necessary adminis- 
trative and financial arrangements. The Board will 
have full responsibility for planning the work of the 
Programme Evaluation Organisation and its staff.

(ci i Fifteen members to be nominated by the Gov- 
ernment of India, of whom four shall be 
women. 

(e) Five members of Parliament, two to be elect- 
ed by the members of the Rajya Sabha from 
among themselves and three by the members 
of the Lok Sabha from among themselves. 

(f) Two members of the Inter-University Board. 
(India) nominated by the Board from 
amongst representatives of Universities in 
India. 

(g) Two members of the All-India Council for 
Technical Education to be nominated by the 
Council. 

(h) One member of the Indian Council of Agri- 
cultural Education to be nominated by the 
Council. 

(1) One representative of ea h State Govern- 
ment who shall be the Minlster-in-charge of 
Education. If a Minister is unable to attend 
a particular meeting, he may nominate an 
officer of his department for that meeting. 
Centrally administered areas may send 
observers (Directors of Education of areas or 
officer-in-charge of Education) to attend the- 
meeting of the Board, 

(j) Secretary of the Board who will be appointed 
by Ijhe Government of India. 

Ordered that the Resolution may be published In 
the Gazette of India. 

Ordered also that copies may be communicated to 
all nominated members of the Board, Lok Sabha Sec- 
retariat, Rajya Sabha Secretariat, Inter-University 
Board of India. All India Council of Technical Educa- 
tion, Indian Council of Agricultural Education, AH’
